ested in knowing the right to whistle is guar- 
anteed to Americans the same as Ihe right 
to express the ideas for.which the whistling 
stands 


This is (he opinion given by Representa- 


tive W. Sterling Cole of New York, in re- 
sponse to a letter-which a couple of junior 
high school girls in his constituency wrote 
to their Congressman. 


We trust Representative Cole took cogni- 


zance in advance, and made due allowance 
for 'it, that a great deal of whistling is done 
from time to time which expresses no ideas 
•whatever. 


Some whistling, of course, not only ex- 


presses ideas but expresses them more elo-, 
quently than any other human sound "I hope 
nobody thinks I'm scared" is, of course, 
the most classical motif in all whistling, as 
practiced by small boys marching p a s t 
graveyards. 


For 
somewhat larger 
bovs. 
there 
is 


scarcely any better way than whistling to 
say, ' I hope "this'U "make her look, and I 
hope she'll like what she sees." 


Moving along to still larger sizes, Ihere is 


the low wolf-whistle which the American GI

The more we think about it the more it

In certain types of heart fail- 


ure, the heart is too weak to force the 
proper amount of blood to the lungs and 
through the body. 


Blood and other Quids then begin to 


fluid accumulates in the organs.

The legs and organs become 
extremely swollen and waterlogged, a 
condition known as edema.
